COURT RULING BLOCKED FEDERAL AUTHOR- 
ITIES— In addition to the Ux Immunity granted' t< 
unions by law. federal, authorities wire blocked from 
Investigating Brewiter's tangled financial affairs by 
a decision of the ninth circuit court of appeals. The 
3-1 decision was delivered by Judge- James Alger Ttt, 
who was appointed by President Eisenhower early In 
IBM. Judge Walter L. Pope wrote a searching dis- 
sent, which the McClellan disclosures appear to Justify. 

In January, 105*. federal agents began an Investl- 
gatlon of Brewster's 1M3-1DS1 tax returns, baaed on 
many of the same facts brought. out at- the McOlellsn 
Inquiry. They asked his union, -local 17* of Seattle, 
to produce all records of transactions by Brewster and 
his wife, Dorothy. The union produced an "abstract," 
but refused to turn over the oritlnel papers. It now 
appears that they had been destroyed. 

DECISION AND DISSENT — The federal district 
court ordered production on the, ground that the de- 
mand was "reasonable." But Judge Pet overruled this 
decision on the ground thst the request was too 
broad.
